For Weekend 


Holiday M ay Extend 
Through Tuesday for 
M any in America

Traffic deaths mounted slowly 
as motorists took to the road in 
the early hours of a weekend 
which 
for 
some 
would 
extend 
through Tuesday’s Memorial Day 
holiday. 
Adding to normal travel are 
t>iose who for various 
reasons 
can include Monday to make the 
period a four-day weekend. 
As of mid morning, there had 
been 
about 
40 deaths on 
the 
nation’s h i g h w a y s . None was 
counted in Ohio. 
The weather refused to cooper­ 
ate with those planning spring 
outings, however^ and spread un 
seasonable 
cold 
temperatures 
over much of the nation. 
The 
National 
Safety 
Council 
made no estimate of highway fa­ 
talities for the four-day period but 
said extraordinary travel on Me­ 
morial Day alone could produce 
IOO deaths, 30 more than the av 
erage on a nonholiday Tuesday. 
A nationwide Associated Press 
survey, 
made 
for 
c o m p a ra te 
purposes covering the 102-hour pe 
nod from 6 p m. Friday May 12 
to Tuesday, May 16, counted 341 
traffic deaths, 14 boating fatali­ 
ties, 78 drownings and 106 mis­ 
cellaneous for a total of 537. 
The Council said traffic fatali­ 
ties would average 385 over 
nonholiday 102-hour period. 
The last period of that duration 
when Memorial Day fell on Tues­ 
day was in 1950 when 347 traffic 
deaths were reported. An over all 
total of 571 deaths for the period 
also included 96 drownings and 
128 
deaths 
from 
miscellaneous 
causes. 
The 
last 
midweek 
Memorial 
Day was in 1957 when the holiday 
fell on Thursday. That period, also 
extending 102 hours, saw 413 traf­ 
fic deaths, 134 drownings and 113 
miscellaneous for a total of 660. 
The Memorial Day holiday of 
1958 covering Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday produced a record 371 
traffic deaths. Only four less, 367, 
were counted last year w'hen the 
holiday fell on Monday.

Man Is Freed 


From Trap in 


Virginia Well 


FRED E RICKSVURG, Va. (AP) 
—A young father trapped at the 
bottom of a 30-foot well 16 hours 
was freed early today and rushed 
to a hospital. 
Ralph

Burgess, 
19 
was 
hauled up the 36-inch wide shaft 
by rescuers at 6:15 a m. after 
rescuers freed his foot. Doctors 
at the scene said he was in good 
shape despite spending the night 
in mud up to his waist. 
Earlier this morning rescuers 
broke through the well casing be­ 
neath Burgess and began claw­ 
ing through mud and gravel to 
reach him. It oozed down on them 
as fast as they could dig. 
John T Ellington, a profession­ 
al well-digger, said the rescuers’ 
main problem was trying to clear 
debris from the shaft so Burgess 
could be freed As fast as muck 
and gravel was hauled to the .sur­ 
face, more sifted down and kept 
Burgess entrapped 
Shortly before dawn, Burgess’ 
17-year-old 
wife 
talked 
briefly 
with him down the shaft. His only 
comment was a brief expression 
of hope he’d soon be taken out. 
Through the damp, cold 
and 
sometimes rainy night, well-dig- 
gers and other rescuers first sank 
a new shaft eight feet from the 
well, then inched through a two- 
foot slanting tunnel they had to 
dig by hand to get beneath the 
trapped youth. 
There was contact most of the 
time between the rescuer* and 
Burgess, father of a baby boy and 
a girl 14 months old.

“My patients would probably 
say my most important contribu­ 
tion is as a surgeon.

Dr. Miller turned his back on a 
$250,000 inheritance in 1911 to re­ 
turn to work he started in China 
in 1903, During those years his re­ 
search discovered a way to rn aka 
milk from the soybean, a princi­ 
pal crop in food-starved China. 
That soymilk, nutritionists say, 
is saving countless lives of in­ 
fants and adults around the world. 
In Hong Kong, more Miller soy­ 
milk is sold than soda pop. He 
returns all royalties (totaling 21* 
million so far) and fees back to 
research and building hospitals. 
Dr. Miller and his wife returned 


to the United States last month,

publishing 
of

book, 
“China 
Doctor.” by Harper Bros. 
intro­ 
duced in New York City May I. 
“China Doctor," written by Dr. 
Raymond S. Moore, vice president 
for development of the College ot 
Medical Evangelists in Los An­ 
geles, is the amazing story of Har­ 
ry Willis Miller. 
Writing of him in Reader’* Di­ 
gest, Dr. Clarence Hall, senior 
editor, 
calls 
him 
a 
“towering 
figure . . . in the tnspring tradi­ 
tion of such all time greats as 
Livingstone, Judson and Paton.’* 
The lifeline from Dr. Miller in 
the Orient to his work in Mount 
Vernon is kept operating by hi* 
son, Harry Jr., who helped hi* 
father develop soymilk and has 
developed the machinery to pro­ 
duce it all over the world. His 
work is in behalf of the Seventh 
Day Adventists denomination. 
The son, who for five years was 
with the United Nations, lives in 
Mount Vernon where Dr. and Mrs. 
Miller will stay until they return 
to Hong Kong. 
As a surgeon, Dr. Miller has 
performed more than 18,000 opera­ 
tions among China’s poor and rich 
a third of them thyroid surgery, 
a .scourge in the East.

The inoculation 
process 
consists of mixing

seeds with the correct 
strain of 
bacteria culture before the seeds 
are planted. 
Sw>n after soybeans begin to 
grow, the l e g u m e bacteria 
invade the root hairs. They mul­ 
tiply in large numbers. The soy­ 
bean plant form. growths on th* 
roots called nodules. The bacter­ 
ia live in these nodules and do 
their beneficial work.

tablished. Tile soybean plant fur­ 
nishes 
the 
necessary 
sugar 
for 
energy. The bacteria use this en 
tile advis- 
erfiy to chan2e the free nitrogen of 
the atmosphere into a form the 
plant can assimulate and use to 
I uild protein. Tile nitrogen is said 
to be fixed. 
The quantity of nitrogen taken 
from the air and fixed by the bac­ 
teria for soybeans is difficnlt to 
calculate. It varies with (I) the 
effectiveness of the bacteria, (2) 
the soil conditions, and (JI> the pre­ 
sence of necessary plant-food ele­ 
ments other than nitrogen.

On Roundworms 


Ascarid Eggs M ultiply 
In V ast Quantities 


By DALE MCNELLY 
Extension Trainee 
If one female 
can 
produce 26 
million eggs, how many eggs are 
produced by the numerous female 
roundworms in one hog? 
It is alm ost impossible to find 
the answer to this question, but 
today’s swine 
producers 
must 
constantly be on guard against 
the large intestinal roundworm 
which is sometimes called the 
ascarid. 
The life cycle of the ascarid is 
somewhat 
complicated 
as 
it is 
completed inside and outside of the 
hog’s 
body. 
Briefly, 
the 
cycle 
starts as the roundworm eggs are 
eliminated from the intestine with 
the droppings. These eggs under­ 
go development and then they are 
eaten by other hogs as these hogs 
root in the infected soil or as they 
are fed under filthy conditions. 
The young worms hatch in the 
intestine 
and 
enter 
the 
blood 
stream of the hog. They travel 
through the heart and finally into 
the lungs. Here they get into the 
air passages and crawl up to the 
hog’s mouth to be swallowed. Af­ 
ter being swallowed, 
the 
young 
worms m ature to adults in the in­ 
testine and start the cycie over 
again.

The 
system consists mainly of “ clean 
liness” and proper use of disen 
fed s and drugs in feeding, hous­ 
ing and transporting swine from 
farrowing quarters to pasture. 
The adoption of this system will 
not only rid your hogs of internal 
parasites, but will also put more 
dollars into your pocket.

No Tax Easing Seen 


Anothr lesson in why temporary taxes 
becom e permanent has been given the tax­ 
payer — in this case the motoring taxpay­ 
er — by the U. S. House of Representa­ 
tives. That body has sent to the Senate a 
m e a s u r e designed to retain the present 
four cents a gallon federal gasoline tax 
until 1972, supposed to be the completion 
date for the national highway program, in­ 
stead of permitting it to expire on June 30. 
Two years ago Congress faced the em ­ 
barrassing fact that the federal highway 
program's cost had been grossly under­ 
estimated and construction on much of the 
41,000-mile project w o u l d be halted if 
more funds were not allocated. 
The permanent three cents a gallon fed­ 
eral gasoline tax was then increased to 
four cents with the provision that the addi­ 
tional cent be allowed to expire this year. 
In addition. $800 million was to be divert­ 
ed from the general fund each year for 
three years to defray some of the increas­ 
ed expenditures for the highway p r o - 
gram. 
Although opposed bv both the Eisenhow- 
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er and Kennedy administrations, the $800 
million annual appropriation from the 
general fund really represents additional 
rfijtoring taxes collected as excise duties 
on automotive sales and parts. Now, one 
m o n t h before the “tem porary” penny 
per gallon tax is to be removed, the House 
passes this alternate proposal to the Sen­ 
ate: 
Retain the four cent per gallon gasoline 
tax and make it permanent for the life of 
the h i g h w a y program. Increase the 
present IO per cent excise tax on automo­ 
biles and r e p a i r parts and earmark 
most of the increase for the highway fund. 
R e d u c e the general fund contribution 
to $150 million a year. 
Instead of a temporary program to help 
what was called an unanticipated financ­ 
ial difficulty stem ming from extraordin­ 
arily high beginning costs of the highway 
project, the H o u s e now says a perman­ 
ent increase of $900 million a year is need­ 
ed for the life of the program. And there is 
no assurance whatever that the year 1972 
will indeed be the end of it.

Drug Addiction Problem Remains 


One subdivision of the United Nations 
which has produced more satisfaction than 
disappointment is the narcotics division. 
In the last several years this international 
undertaking has breached hostilities of 
opposing world cam ps and provided a re­ 
spected source of information on a field 
of illicit traffic which recognizes no nat­ 
ional boundaries. 
Drug addiction remains a problem in the 
United States, although the country has 
a better equipped counter 
attack than 
most. In countries which either do not ac­ 
cept the Western policy of regarding drug 
addiction as a plague on humanity, or do 
not have the resources to fight it aggress­ 
ively, manufacturing of drugs for the un­ 
derworld and number of narcotics addicts 
are on the rise. 
Because narcotics production, distribu­ 
tion and consumption is very much an in­ 
ternational problem, a rise in illicit drug 
activitv anywhere usually results in flare­ 


ups thousands of m iles away. 
All parts of the world contribute to the 
supply of illicit drugs, from Indian hemp 
to opium and morphine from China and 
Mexico. Higher living standards and great­ 
er prosperity 
make 
the Uinted States a 
prime target. 
There is high profit in narcotics trad­ 
ing on 
the black market which feeds a 
complicated 
underground 
network. 
Air

ply lines and the underworld value of small 
quantities of drugs contributes to sm uggl­ 
ing ingenuity. The UN has no power to ar­ 
rest or interference in domestic control of 
the traffic, but it does have the advantage 
of world publicity. 
Pointing a finger at the weakest links in 
the control of the international narcotics 
traffic for all the world to see can be a 
powerful stimulant for correction.
